FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. 16.—Ex-Con- disappear- 
gressman David G. Colson shot and kilied 
Ethelbert Scott and Luther Demaree and 
slightly wounded Charles Golden this af- 
ternoon. 

The killing was the result of a renewal 
of the feud between Colson and Scott, 
which grew up between them while in the 
@rmy last year. Demaree and Golden were 
bystanders and were shot by accident. 

Colson was shot in the arm, but not 
seriously hurt. After the shooting he ran 
to the residence of Chief of Police Will- 
fams, near by, and gave himself up. Later, 
@ warrant was sworn out by Clinton Foes. 
who witnessed the killing. Fogg says Col- 
gon shot first. 

The killing occurred in the lobby of the 
Capitol Hotel, which was densely packed 
with people who are here attending the 
trial of the contests before the Legtsia- 
ture. 

In addition to Scott and Demaree, who 
died almosé instantly, and Golden, already 
mentioned as slightly wounded, Charles Ju- 
lion of Frankfort and Harry McEwing of 
Louisvilile were hit by stray bullets, but 
Wore not seriously wounded. 

Persons who witnessed the tragedy 
fully twenty shots were fired. 

Scott was a nephew of ex-Gov. Brad- 
ley. Demaree was assistant postmaster 
at Shelbyvillle and a prominent Republi- 
can politician. The trouble between Scott 
and Colson, which began in the army last 
year, resulted in Colson being shot by 
Scott, some time ago, and it has been 
predicted since that one or both would 
be killed should they meet, as they did 
to-day.

He 
was arrested Monday night at his home, 
1118 North Whittier street, charged with 
embezzling funds from his employer, Frank 
J. Sullivan. a contractor, with offices at 


617 Chestnut street. 

Silva was pardoned out of the penitentiary 
in 1896, after serving two years for the em- 
bezzlemeht of about $100,00) from the Rain- 
water-Bradford Hat Co. His pardon was 
obtained chiefly through the devoted ef- 
forts of his wife and friends, who guaran- 


teed nis future good conduct. 
His arrest hsoudny night by Detective 
Skidmore affected him less than it did any 
one else concerned. "He was indignant, not 
because he ciaimed he was innocent, but ue 
cause he claimed the defalcation Was only 
about $2300, and he thought Sullivan might 
have aliowed it to be mace good by friends 
ithout resort to the law.

HE KILLED AN AGED WOMAN. 


Crime Committed to Prevent Discov- 
ery of Forgery by His Boy Ac- 
complice, Nephew of Victim.

ley was to-day convicted of complicity fn 
the murder of Mrs. Jane Brunot, near Pana 
last summer, and was sentenced to the pen- 
itentiary for life. His counsel has made 
motion for a new trial. Henry Brunot, 
a nephey of the murdered woman, has also 
been sentenced to prison for life. Neither 
of the youths is over 19 and each accused 
the other of the actual murder. 
Mrs. Jane Brunot was a wealthy widow 
from Dana, Inc., who was visiting her sis- 
ter-in-law, mother of Henry Brunot, Young 
Brunot and Sibley forged checks in her 
nume, drew several hundred dollars from 
the Indiana banks and spent the money in 
St. Louis. The murder was committed in 
the hope of concealing the first crime and 
to secure other money and valuable papers 
in Mrs. Brunot’s possession. 

After the aged woman had been missing 
for several weeks, selatives in Inctana in- 
stituted investigation, which resuited sev- 
eral weeks later in finding the bodyv tIn.a 
well on the farm of young Brunot’s mother. 
In the meantime young Brunot had at- 
tempted to secure possession of a faym ad- 
jacent, which his father and mother had 
mortgaged to Mrs. Jane Brunot, It was 
discovery of forged release of this mori- 
gage that led to suspicion of murder and 
arrest of the youths. 

Young’ Sibley was engaged to marry the 
mother of his accomplice at the time of 
the murder, despite the fact that he was no 
older than her son. Mrs, Brunot was ar- 
rested for complicity in the crime, but 
in their confessions both youths declared 
that she was absent in Pana when the 
dead was committed. They declared that 
she directed them in hiding the body, but 
the woman was not indicted.

METAL CHECKS A ARE UNLAWFUL. 


An Important Opinion ‘by District At- 
torney Rozier. 

Coal and lead mining and sawmill corpor- 
ations In Missouri are affected by the rul- 
ing of United States District Attorney 
Rozier, in which he holds that the use 
metal checks in Heu of money is unlawful, 
unless such checks are so radically different 
from cvins that they do not deceive even 
the Most unwary. 

The question was brought 
tlon of the Distiic’ Attorney by State Le- 
bor Commissioner Rixey, who had accumu- 
lated an assortment of sish checks used 
by mine and mill operators in various parts 
of the State. He submitted them to the 
District Attorney, together with a state- 
ment relative to the use of the same, and 
asked for a ruling. 

Mr. Rixey has announced that unless the 
use of such checks !s immediately diseun- 
tinued, his department will gather up all 
possible information agalnost offenders ant 
present the same to the Federal author!-

Ignatz Huber Suffocated in a 
Peculiar Way. 


HAD TURNED OVER A LAMP. 


IN GETTING WATER HE FELL AND 
STRUCK HIS HEAD. 


While Thus Unconscious the Smoke 
From His Charred Table Suffo- 
cated Him—He Also Had 
Heart Disease. 


When Mra. Rosa Vevelier of 1546 South 
Gecond street rapped «m the door of her fa- 
ther’s shoe shop, at 17, directly opposite, 
et 6::5 Tuesday morning, she wea eur- 
prised to find the door unlocked. It had 
been her han for years to take break- 
fast to Ignatz Huber, her father, about 
the eame time, and she always had to rap 
to call hig attention to his boited door. 
This time, when she found the door un- 
locked, she walked In. Her father’s half- 
clad corpse was at her feet. 

lnere was a smal!) gash 
eye. The body lay on the floor between 
his workbench and a table upon which he 
kept other tools used in his cobbler’s trade. 

Mrs. Beveller retreated to the street and 
called for aid. A neighbor summoned Dr. 
Loewen, who lives near, but the physician 
could do nothing but advise the daughter

to notify the Coroner. 

. Loewen was of the opinion that 
Huber had been suffocated by smoke, and 
Deputy-Coroner Gast so found after an 
investigation and an inquest. 

Back of the shove shop a small room, 
im which Huber slept, is formed by a 
curtain. His bed was in one corner, and 
the table upon which his lamp stood was 
im the center Beside it was a chair. The 
evidence indicated that Huber had gone 
to bed under the influence of liquor, and tn 
stumbling about the room had knocked 
over the lamp. It fell on the chair and 
set fire to it. He rushed to the shop and 
got a pall of water, which he dashed on 


the flames, leaving the chair charred and 


emokin«g. 

The theory is that he then lay down, but 
the smoke troubled him and he went to 
the front room, where in the darkness he 
Stumbled and fell, Knocking his head 
against hie hench. 


Vhile unconscious from the blow he was 
suffocated by the smoke from the burned 
chatr. 

It wae shown at the inquest that he had 
a disease’ heart and the cause of death 
was foun: to be suffocation. 

Huber was 6 years old and a widower.

BENEFIT OF RANSOM POST. 


The Democratic Leader Discussed 
Trusts and Other Great Issues From 

P a Non-Partisan Standpoint. 
William J. Bryan delivered an address 

Monday night at the Odeon for the benefit 


of Ransom Post, G. A, R. The hall was 
crowded and when Mr. Bryan entered the 
lobby, he was compelled to hold an im- 
promptu reception, men and women crowd- 
ing to shake his hand. 

Mr. Bryan's subject was “Pending Prob- 
lems,’ and he suited his address to the 


non-partisan character of his audience. His 
address was free from politics and partisan- 
ship, being a plain statement of the prob- 
ems confronting the country, as he sees 
them, 

Extracts from Mr. 
low: 

“I ghall talk to-night on some of the 
problems which are confronting the Ameri- 
can people to-day. I shal! talk about these 
subjects because I am interested in them 
and believe you are. If you are not, you 
should be, 

“I don’t want to say much about opin- 
ions, but I do want to show you that a 
man's opinion is molded nearly always by 
his interests. Over in Jacksonville, Ill., 
they had an election when I was a boy. 
There were various towns officers to be 
elected, but the main issue was whether or 
not cows should be allowed to run at large 
in the streets. One man would tell yvou 
that they should; that the cows ate the 
grass in the streets and kept the plots 
along the road close. Another fellow would 
tell you that cows should not be allowed at 
large; that they rulned gardens and flower 
beds. If you investigated you found that 
as a rule the first man had a cow and the 
second had a garden. The cost of a cow, 
to speak figuratively, has changed the des- 
Vay ¢ of countries. 

have heard that there is no one fun- 
damental principle for pol'tics. I deny this. 
It is found in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence (I trust I wiil not be considered parti- 
san if I defend that document) and itis ‘All 
men are Lorn equal.’ 

“It was Andrew Jackson, who, in speak- 
irg of the extension of the national banks, 
faid that that equality was lost when the 
7overnment made the potential more pow- 
erful.

‘Taxation is just only when a man con- 
tributes t6 the support of the Government 
as hd receives benefit.

In this way 
the landowner pays more than his share 
o ftaxes. In fact, he pays for the other fel- 
low whose property Is in bonds or banks. 
The law steals more from the citizens every 
year than do the criminals which this law 
punishes. If you tax the rich you're an 
anarchist; if you tax the poor you're a pa- 
triot. The internal revenue tax is not just; 
the man whose income is $10,000 a year does 
not spend ten times as much for tobacco 
as he whose income is $1000. The man 
whose iIncosne in $10,000 does not pay ten 
times as much for food as the man whose 
income ta $1000.
